DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11, 14-25 and 27 are pending in tine instant application. Claims 12 and 
13 have been cancelled by way of amendment filed on April 29, 2010. Claims 33-37 
have been cancelled by way of examiner's amendment. Claims 1-11, 14-25 and 27 are 
allowed. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments/Remarks 

The amendment and arguments/remarks filed on April 29, 2010 have been fully 
considered and entered into the application. In regards to the 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, rejection of claims 1-25 and 27, the grounds for rejection have been found to 
be moot in view of Applicant's amendment and the rejection has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The claims have been amended as follows: claims 33-37 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The compounds of formula (I) of the instant claims are novel and non-obvious 
over the prior art because of the structural limitations of the compounds (i.e., R6 is aryl 
or heteroaryl). The closest prior art is US Patent No. 5,773,644 which discloses 
compounds of Formula I (i.e., abstract). The compounds disclosed in US Patent No. 
5,773,644 do not fit within the scope of the compounds of the instant claims nor are they 
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obvious variants. Tlierefore, the compounds disclosed in US Patent No. 5,773,644 have 
different properties than the compounds of the instant claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
